At  the  meeting  the  city  expressed  its  concern  with  the 

hotel  situation  in  Times  Square  and  the  St,  James  in  particular. 

They  will  meet  with  lYr.  Djrst  to  determine  what  his  plans  are 

for  the  building  and  whether  he  v;ould  consent  to  leasing  the 

building  to  a  community  management  group.     If  the  building  is 

abandoned  the  city  said  they  would  step  in  and  run  the  hotel  rather 

than  vacating  it.   Midtov;n  PI. inning  admitted  that  the  hotel  sit- 

uatior   in  Times  Square  was  critical  and  that  they  had  neglected 

that  area   (they  had  put  buildings  ahead  of  people).     They  wioh  to 

cooperate  with  community  grou  s  zo  r?ef *<  a  solution  to  the  problem, 
Mrs.  Fdler  toid  the  city  officials  that  the  tenants  of  the 

St.  Janes  were  not  ooing  to  move  and  would  be  willing  to  work  with 

rtjmmunity  and  city  aroups  towa-d  a  commurity  management  program. 

The  community  qrc-uos  affirmed  t>-e  supoort  of  the  St.  James  tenancs.
